Joseph P. Giffin, M.D., Class of 
1962, formerly of Keyser, now resid- 
ing in Brooklyn, NY, has been named 
recipient of the Alumni Achievement 
Award for 1992 at Potomac State Col- 
lege of West Virginia University. Eh*; 
Giffin is chairman of the Department 
of Anesthesiology at Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital in Brooklyn and profes- 
sor of clinical anesthesia at the State 
University of New York, Brooklyn 
campus. He will be honored at the an- 
nual Homecoming Banquet of the 
Alumni Association Saturday, October 
31, at the Potomac Motel. 

Established in 1975, the Alumni 
Achievement Award is made annually 
to an alumnus or alumna of the college 
who has had a distinguished career of 
exceptional accomplishment. 

Dr. Giffin has been recognized na- 
tionally as outstanding in his field. He 
just returned in July of this year after a 
six month sabbatical at the University 
of Lund, Sweden, where he was asso- 
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dated with the Laboratory for Exper- 
imental Brain Research. 

After graduating from Potomac 
State, he earned a bachelor of arts de- 
gree from West Virginia University in 
1964 and his MD degree from that 
same institution in 1969. He interned 
at St. Vincent’s Hospital and Medical 
Center in New York City in 1969-70. 
He later served St. Vincent’s as resi- 
dent and later chief resident of anes- 
thesiology. He held fellowships in 
anesthesia for cardiac surgery both at 
St. Vincent’s and the Ciinico San Gio- 
vanni Bosco, Rome, Italy. 

He holds certifications as Diplo- 
mate, American Board of Anesthesi- 
ology (1982); Fellow, American Col- 
lege of Anesthesiology (1974); and 
Diplomate, National Board of Medical 
Examiners (1969). 

Dr. Giffin is currently attending 
anesthetist at the University Hospital, 
SUNY, Brooklyn, and also at Long Is- 
land College Hospital. He serves as 


student adviser to third-year medical 
students in anesthesiology at SUNY, 
Brooklyn. 

His professional memberships in- 
clude the American Society of Re- 
gional Anesthesia, Association of 
University Anesthetists, American So- 
ciety of Anesthesiologists, and several 
others. He is also the M.D. Liaison 
(medical director) to the School of 
Anesthesia at Kings County Hospital 
Center, also in Brooklyn. 

He holds a variety of positions on 
professional committees not only at 
Brooklyn but also in New York state 
and the national level. He is Physician 
Reviewer on the national Council on 
Accreditation of Nurse Anesthesia 
Educational Programs, a post he had 
held since 1980. 

He was president of the Kings 
County Hospital Center Medical and

Smith - 1992 Distinguished Service Award 


Richard A. "Rich" Smith, member 
of the Department of Public Safety 
staff at Potomac State College, has 
been named the 1992 recipient of the 
Distinguished Service Award from the 
Potomac State College Alumni Asso- 
ciation. He will be honored at the an- 
nual Homecoming banquet, Saturday, 
October 3 1, at the Potomac Motel. 

In making the selection, the com- 
mittee noted that "Rich" has worked 
constantly for the benefit of the col- 
lege during his 47 years on the staff. 
He boasts the longest employment 
record at Potomac State. His rapport 
and ease in dealing with young people 
have endeared him to thousands of 
former students. 

Bom in Keyser, Smith attended 
school at Howard High School in 
Piedmont. In 1945 he joined the col- 
lege cafeteria staff part-time after 
school and on weekends. He became a 
full-time employee in the cafeteria in 
1947 and remained there until 1963. 

He was then assigned to the Student 
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Union for a time and later became cus- 
todian of the Administration. Dr. A. 
Gordon Slonaker appointed him to the 
security staff in 1977, which position 
he still holds. 

"Rich” served in the U.S. Army 
from 1951 to 1953 when he was hon- 
orably discharged in June of that year. 
He served in Korea for fourteen 
months as a truck driver and also in an 
intelligence reconnaissance platoon. 

He is a member of Potomac Lodge 
Number 41, Masonic Lodge, of which 
he is a past master. He also holds 
membership in Thotmes Temple of the 
Shrine, Fairmont 

He is a member of the Keyser 
VFW, the Washington-Smith Post of 
the American Legion, and Janes Unit- 
ed Methodist Church. 

Smith comes from a large family of 
seven brothers and four sisters. His 
parents, now deceased, were John and 
Martha Smith. He has three children: 
Andrew, in the U.S. Air Force; and 
Allen and Karen, both married. He is a 


pfoud grandfather of five grandchil- 
dren. 

An avid softball pitcher, he has 
played in the Cumberland Recreation 
League, the Rocking Chair League, 
and has also participated in softball 
tournaments in Parkersburg, Elkins, 
and Johnstown, PA. 

"Rich" has a house in the country 
and loves to go rabbit-hunting with his 
eleven beagles. He is an excellent ping 
pong player and loves all kinds of 
sports. 

Although he is eligible for retire- 
ment at any time, "Rich" presently has 
no plans to do so. "If it wasn’t for the 
students. I’d go ahead and retire,” he 
said, "but I have such a good relation- 
ship with them and I really enjoy in- 
teracting with them." 

Dormitory supervisors and student

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1992 Hall of Fame Inductees 


The Fifth Annual Potomac 
State College Athletic Hall of 
Fame Awards Dinner, honor- 
ing four former PSC athletes, 
was held Saturday, April 11, 
at the Keyser Moose Club. 

The honorees were Hern- 
don R. A they (posthumous- 
ly), Neil A. Gutshall *49, 
Richard F. Harmison ’49, and 
Judson J. Hodges ’39. 

Herndon Rine Athey, 
known as the "Iron Man” be- 
cause of his size and physical 
strength, played linebackei 
and center for two years at 
Potomac State. Because he 
was so big, he played without 
headgear since there was 
none to fit him. 

Athey, who resided in 
Keyser, died August 12, 
1977. He was married to Lora 
(Townsend) Athey. His son, 
Gary Athey ’56, practices law 
in Keyser. 

While . at Potomac State, 
Athey was selected by sports 
writers as one of the outstand- 
ing football players for the 
1923-24 season and is con- 
sidered one of the finest 
lineman in the history of the 
school. 

Athey won a full football 
scholarship to George Wash- 
ington University, where he 
was an All-American candi- 
date in his senior year. He 
was selected on Walter 
Camp’s All United States 
East Team in 1927. In the 
early 1950s he was selected 
to the George Washington 
University Hall of Fame "A.. 
Time Team." 

Athey served as President 
of the Mineral County Bar 
Association and engaged in 
the practice of criminal and 
civil law for 49 years in 
Keyser. He helped coach the 
Potomac State football team 
in the early 1930s while he 
practiced law. 

After two years of mem- 
bership in Potomac State Col- 
lege’s Honor Society, Athey 
was elected to the Pyramid 
Society, a law school honor 
group at GWU. He was also 
active in the Phi Sigma Nu 
Social Fraternity. 

His law degree and other 
examinations allowed him to 
practice in West Virginia, 
surrounding states, and both 
the West Virginia and United 
States Supreme Courts. 

He was selected by his law 
peers as one of the most bril- 
liant criminal lawyers in West 
Virginia. 

Neil A. Gutshall, of Par- 
sons, W. Va., played basket- 
ball and baseball for two sea- 
sons at Potomac State, 1947- 
1949. He held the scoring 
record in basketball at PSC 
for a number of years. He 
went to the West Virginia 
Conference Tournament fi- 
nals in basketball in 1948 (the 
Catamounts lost to D & E).

Gutshall went on to play 
basketball at Davis & Elkins 
College from 1949-1951, in- 
cluding a trip to Kansas City 
in 1950 for the National Invi- 
tational Tournament. 

After playing college 
sports, Gutshall began a 27- 
year coaching career. His 
coaching honors include 
Tri-Valley Coach of the Year, 
1958-1960; Area Coach of 
the Year, 1960; Retired High 
School Coach of the Year, 
1985; Randolph County Hall 
of Fame, and most recently, 
Gutshall was honored at the 
Coaches All-Star football 
game in the summer of 1991. 

At Parsons High School, 
Gutshall coached football, 
basketball, and baseball, from 
1956 until he retired from 
coaching in 1978. His foot- 


ball record was 101 wins and 
48 losses, and 3 ties. His bas- 
ketball record was 314 wins, 
134 losses, 3 appearances in 
the state basketball tourna- 
ment, 5 regional runner-up 
teams, 11 sectional titles, and 
4 conference championships. 

In addition to his coaching 
career, Gutshall was recog- 
nized as a finalist for West 
Virginia Teacher of the Year 
in 1981; County Teacher of 
the Year, 1981; and Outstand- 
ing Educator, Tucker County, 
1980. 

He also organized the Par- 
sons Little League basketball 
program, and was sports and 
swimming director of Crip- 
pled Children’s Camp at 
Camp Horse Shoe for 12 
years.

During his career in college 
coaching, he was an assistant 
at William and Mary to Marv 
Levy, now head coach of the 
Buffalo Bills, and to Lou 
Holtz, presently the head 
football coach at Notre Dame. 
While at VMI, he was an as- 
sistant to John McKenna, Vi- 
to Ragazzo, and Bob Thal- 
man. 

An Air Force veteran, 
Harmison earned his AA

degree at Potomac State, his 
A.B. degree at Shepherd, and 
an M. Ed. degree at Lynch- 
burg College. 

For his prowess as an ath- 
lete and coach, Harmison was 
named not only to the PSC 
Athletic Hall of Fame, but al- 
so by Hampshire County as a 
Centennial Sports . Great and 
by Shepherd College for its 
Sports Hall of Fame. 

Judson J. Hodges served 
Potomac State as both player 
and coach. He played two 
years of football and basket- 
ball, 1937-39. He was an as- 
sistant coach in football under 
"Horse" Lough and basketball 
from 1946-51. 

During those coaching 
years, Potomac State was se- 
lected as one of the top teams 
in the weekly sports writers’ 
poll. Potomac State was in 
such distinguished company 
as North Carolina and Okla- 
homa A&M. Potomac State 
in 1946 ranked 35th national- 
ly and was probably the first 
junior college to receive na- 
tional recognition with four- 
year colleges and universities. 

In 1947, Potomac State 
won the West Virginia Inter- 
collegiate Football Confer- 
ence crown. Potomac State 
shared the title with West

to share his memories of col- 
lege life in Keyser and his 
thoughts for success in a 
changing world at the 89th 
annual commencement at Po- 
tomac State College, Sunday, 
May 10, in the Church-McK- 
ee Arts Center Auditorium. 

Ryan studied journalism at 
Potomac State and West Vir- 
ginia University before em- 
barking on a successful career 
as journalist and public rela- 
tions executive. He is presi- 
dent and chief executive offi- 
cer of Charles Ryan Associ- 
ates, Inc., one of the top 50 
public relations firms in the 
United States.

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Potomac State College Farm News 


Potomac State College has 
cleared a second major hurdle 
in the process of modernizing 
and consolidating its agricul- 
ture program with the passage 
of legislation allowing the 
sale of the West End Potomac 
State College dairy farm, ac- 
cording to Dr. Joseph Gratto, 
president of the college. 

The proceeds from the sale 
would be deposited in a spe- 
cial revenue account for allo- 
cation by the University of 
West Virginia Board of 
Trustees in support of Po- 
tomac State’s horticulture, 
agriculture and forestry pro- 
grams. 

The first hurdle in this pro- 
cess, said Gratto, was the ap- 
proval by the Board of 
Trustees and the Mineral 
County Commission of the 
sale of the former County 
Farm to the college last year. 
This cleared the way for 
eventual college capital in- 
vestment on that farm, which, 
Gratto says, will likely prove 
very necessary in the forth- 
coming decade. 

Gratto said that he has had 
four major concerns about the 
college’s agriculture program 
ever since he came to Po- 
tomac State five years ago. 
The first, he said, has been a 
concern that environmental 
consideration might eventual- 
ly impede the operation of the 


college’s dairy operation at 
the West End farm, which the 
college has long owned and 
operated; the second was the 
operating expense of the agri- 
culture program, which has 
some inevitable inefficiencies 
resulting from the fact that its 
labor and equipment must be 
divided between two loca- 
tions, feed must be trucked 
between farms, and so forth. 

The third problem, Gratto 
noted, was program enroll- 
ments. However, he said that 
enrollment was up sharply in 
the last two yearas in agricul- 
ture, forestry and horticulture, 
as a result of commendable 
efforts by the faculty to renew 
and increase contacts with the 
high schools in the state’s 
agricultural regions which are 
the natural source of students 
for the programs. 

Finally, Gratto said that 
funds for major investment in 
the agriculture facilities were 
a problem. He hopes to see a 
completely modernized, 
state-of-the-art facility within 
the next few years where the 
latest in agriculture technolo- 
gy is demonstrated, and 
where students gain practical 
experience in the best possi- 
ble settings. Gratto also hopes 
that facilities which make it 
easier to host 4-H, FFA and 
other visitors can be devel- 
oped. 


During the current legisla- 
tive session, Gratto discussed 
these problems with Delegate 
Jerry Mezzatesta of Romney. 
The bill to establish proce- 
dures for the West End farm 
sale and specifying that the 
proceeds would be reserved 
for agriculture, horticulture 
and forestry facilities and 
programs was developed. 
Delegates Mezzatesta and 
Schadler co-sponsored the 
bill in the House of Dele- 
gates, while Senators Felton, 
Lucht, Withers and Hawse in- 
troduced it on the Senate side. 

The bill contains the fol- 
lowing provisions: 

A. Any action to initiate 
sale must be approved by the 
Board of Trustees of the Uni- 
versity of West Virginia. 

B. The property described 
in the bill may be sold in 
whole or subdivided and sold 
in parts. 

C. Sale must be through 
public auction. 

D. The property must be 
independently appraised 
twice and no bid may be ac- 
cepted which is below the av- 
erage of the appraisals. 

E. If the property were to 
be sold to the U.S. govern- 
ment, a negotiated sale in- 
stead of an auction is autho- 
rized, but the sale price must 
still be at or above the ap- 
praisal price.

F. A public hearing prior to 
any sale decision would be 
required. 

G. The proceeds of any 
sale would be retained in a 
special revenue account, with 
the Board of Trustees autho- 
rized to allocate those funds 
to Potomac State for use in 
supporting facilities and pro- 
gram development in the ar- 
eas of agriculture, horticulture 
and forestry. (The funds can 
not be spent on any other col- 
lege projects, nor spent at any 
other state institution.) 

H. In developing requests 
for use of the funds, the col- 
lege’s agriculture department 
faculty and the president of 
the college are required to 
consider the prioritized rec- 
ommendations of an agricul- 
ture advisory committee. 

I. The agriculture advisory 
committee must have one 


member representing each of 
the following: agriculture ed- 
ucation, animal or dairy sci- 
ence, forestry, horticulture, 
and veterinary medicine. At 
least three of the agriculture 
advisory committee members 
must be alumni of the college 
who studied agriculture while 
there. 

The college’s agriculture 
advisory committee is consti- 
tuted as the law requires. 
Gratto said that the agricul- 
ture, horticulture and forestry 
faculty, and the advisory 
committee, would be asked to 
develop long-range plans and 
prioritized recommendations. 
However, Gratto said that at 
the moment, there was no 
great urgency in this project 
since the problems he antici- 
pated with the West End farm 
are not so pressing as to re- 
quire any immediate action.

ington, DE. 

Members of the Class of 
1966 present were: Richard 
Matlick, LaVale, MD; Stan- 
ley Sommerville, Remington, 
VA; Bob Stuck, Oakland;

In his remarks President 
Gratto drew comparisons 
among the classes of 1941, 
1966, and 1991. He noted that 
from 1941 to 1966 enrollment 
more than doubled, and by 
1991 had grown again by a 
third. "The percentage of 
women students has increased 
substantially,” he said, ’’first 
25%, then in 1966 33%, and 
today almost 50%." 

He said out-of-state en- 
rollment had increased 
somewhat since 1966 but 
sharply since 1941. "The 
Class of ’41 had no minority 
students,” he observed, noting 
that ’66 had a few, and ’91 
more than a few but still only 
6% of the total enrollment. 
He closed by asking those 


present to continue to support 
state colleges in general and 
Potomac State College in par- 
ticular. 

Professor Haines intro- 
duced Mrs. Thelma Klines- 
tiver. Class of 1928, as being 
the earliest alumna present. 
He then held a roll call of 
classes by decades. Haines 
reported that the Potomac 
State College Foundation last 
year was approaching $700,- 
000 in worth, and this year, is 
approaching $800,000. He 
said 62 scholarships valued at 
over $53,000 had been grant- 
ed from the Foundation. He 
also named four new scholar- 
ships established since last 
year. They are the Walter and 
Helen Tetrick Journalism 
Scholarship, the Thelma E. 
Walden Scholarship, estab- 
lished by her son Tim 
Walden, Class of 1957, for- 
merly of Elkins; the Kenneth 
M. Malone Agriculture 
Scholarship and the Harley O. 
Staggers, Sr. Scholarship. 

During the business meet- 
ing Patricia (Arnold) Hovis, 


Class of 1952, was elected 
president for a 3-year term. 
Serving with her will be A. 
Craig Rotruck, Class of 1980, 
vice-president, and Professor 
Haines, secretary -treasurer.

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College planning proceeds 


Two plans which will 
greatly influence the devel- 
opment of Potomac State dur- 
ing the next decade are near- 
ing completion. 

The College Long-Range 
Plan, which sets objectives 
for the College’s principal 
units, has been under devel- 
opment by the Long-Range 
Planning Council for three 
years. The final draft of the 
plan underwent review by the 
entire college faculty and 
staff at an unusal college- 
wide planning day held on 
May 14. 

The plan, which covers a 
ten-year period, outlines in- 
structional goals which relate 
to developing procedures to 
objectively assess the Col- 
lege’s effectiveness in its 
academic programs, to in- 
crease its use of technology in 
instructional delivery, to ex- 
plore new curricular and pro- 
gram possibilities, and to im- 
prove the academic infras- 
tructure necessary to support 
continued academic growth 
and development over the 
decade. 

The Long-Range Plan also 
defines objectives aimed at 


improving student retention, 
modifying college organiza- 
tion and staffing, promoting 
area economic development, 
assisting public education, 
and cooperating in enhancing 
regional cultural activities. 

The Long-Range Plan, ac- 
cording to Dr. Joseph Gratto, 
PSC President, is necessary 
for four main reasons. "First,” 
said Gratto, "the plan helps 
focus the College on the mis- 
sion which the Board of 
Trustees has assigned the 
College; it helps make clear 
what the College actually will 
do, and it helps the College 
leadership in decisions re- 
garding whether or not certain 
undertakings should be pur- 
sued." Secondly, the Long- 
Range Plan provides a fairly 
clear set of priorities which 
will influence how funds 
available to the College 
through state allocations and 
student fees should be spent. 
Thirdly, the plan should pro- 
vide considerable stability 
and certainty. Gratto noted 
that there is always leadership 
turnover in colleges, as prin- 
cipal college officers come 
and go, but where there is a 


long-range plan in place, 
leadership changes don’t re- 
sult in as much potential for 
major changes in institutional 
agenda as would be the case 
where there is no long-range 
plan. Finally, Gratto said, "the 
plan also serves as a sort of 
catalog which potential bene- 
factors can review. There are 
many things in the plan which 
will depend on gifts or grants 
to some extent, and prospec- 
tive donars are always better 
satisfied knowing that their 
gifts will meet well-defined 
needs. Some people are glad 
to just give on faith that the 
College will do something 
worthwhile with the gift, but 
most like to have a good idea 
what their money will be ac- 
tually used for — particularly 
corporations and foundations, 
which are always solicited by 
many more worthy causes 
than then can possibly ac- 
commodate." 

Paralleling the Long-Range 
Plan is a Campus Facilities 
Master Plan being prepared 
by the consulting firm of R. J. 
Ankrom Associates of Vien- 
na, WV, under a Board of 
Trustees contract. The facili- 


ties master plan provides rec- 
ommended construction, ren- 
ovation, landscaping, proper- 
ty acquisition and other phys- 
ical plant improvement pro- 
jects which will guide the 
College officers and the 
Board of Trustees as they in- 
vest capital funds in campus 
development. The plan pro- 
vides for a two-phased devel- 
opment of the campus over 
the next decade, and also dis- 
cusses probable projects 
which will be required even 
after the ten-year plan is 
complete. Principal features 
of the plan include the rec- 
ommendation that a very 
large addition be constructed 
for the library, a new student 
union be built, an academic 
building featuring state-of- 
the-art educational technolo- 
gy be built, and that the cur- 
rent President’s House be 
converted to a center housing 
the Alumni Office, the Rural 
and Small Business Devel- 
opment Center, and the WVU 
Graduate and Extension Cen- 
ter, as soon as a new home for 
the President can be 
obtained — probably in a 
nearby residential area in 


Initiatives concerns of Board of Trustees 


As a result of constant un- 
derfunding from the West 
Virginia Legislature, the Uni- 
versity System of West Vir- 
ginia Board of Trustees, of 
which Potomac State College 
is a part, has directed its cam- 
pus to cut programs, stream- 
line administration, and in- 
crease accountability. 

In commenting on the 
move, Potomac State Presi- 
dent Joseph Gratto said it will 
not have much effect on the 
college. He noted that the col- 
lege is already an efficiently 
run institution with little room 
for staffing and budget cuts. 

President Gratto set up a 
Steering Committee com- 
posed of administration, fac- 


ulty, and students who will 
serve as an advisory council 
to him regarding the college’s 
response to the initiatives set 
forth by the Trustees. Along 
with the Steering Committee, 
Dr. Gratto appointed review 
panels, to be headed by ad- 
minstrators. Each panel is to 
review a category of the ini- 
tiatives and report to the 
Steering Committee by 
September 4. The Steering 
Committee is asked to have 
its report and recommenda- 
tions to President Gratto by 
September 11. 

The five major initiatives 
are Focus of Resources, In- v 
creased Administrative Effi- 


ciency, Increased Account- 
ability, Service to the State, 
and Strategic Planning. 

The first initiative. Focus 
on Resources, will include the 
reduction in degree programs, 
making sure that required 
courses are available to stu- 
dents, and emphasizing quali- 
ty in teacher education pro- 
grams. 

The second initiative, in- 
creased administrative effi- 
ciency, will necessitate a re- 
view of the organizational 
structure of each campus in 
order to streamline the admin- 
istrative and academic struc- 
ture while meeting the needs 
of students and West Vir- 
ginia. 


The third initiative will be 
to increase campus efforts at 
accountability by implement- 
ing for the 1992-93 budget 
cycle its system of fiscal op- 
erational accountability. 

For the fourth initiative the 
University System will in- 
crease its effort in research 
and service in behalf of the 
effective economic and social 
development of West Vir- 
ginia as its service to the 
State. 

The last initiative, strategic 
planning, will involve the de- 
velopment of strategic objec- 
tives and a method of contin- 
uing to focus resources within 
the University system and its

Keyser. The plan also calls 
for the renovation of the Ad- 
ministration Building, and its 
interior restoration to a con- 
figuration of some years ago 
featuring a small auditorium 
to accommodate lectures, 
recitals, and speakers and for 
certain types of meetings for 
which Church-McKee Audi- 
torium is too large. 

The Master Plan also envi- 
sions development of addi- 
tional parking, the conversion 
of the central campus to a 
pedestrians-only area, and 
some increase in recreational 
space. No new residence halls 
are proposed in the next 
decade, but provision of sites 
for additional residence halls 
in the early part of the next 
century is made. 

Both plans are available in 
the Alumni Office should 
anyone wish to stop by and 
look them over. Each will be 
submitted to the College 
Board of Visitors this summer 
and then forwarded to the 
WVU Board of Advisors and 
finally to the Board of 
Trustees of the University of 
West Virginia System. 


institutions for its major pro- 
gram Tesponsibilities of in- 
state tion, research, and ser- 
vice. 

Charles Manning, chancel- 
lor of the University System 
Board of Trustees, said, 
"These initiatives are an at- 
tempt to lead rather than be 
led, to allow the future of 
higher education to be deter- 
mined by those who know 
higher education. More 
specifically, these initiatives 
call for more efficiency in 
administration and in provid- 
ing education, more focus in- 
cluding the elimination of 
some services, and more ac- 
countability." 


The renovation and redevelopment 
of the PSC campus continued during 
the summer with residence hall work 
topping the list. A $359,000 project to 
air condition Memorial Hall and to 
completely renovate the baths and 
showers throughout the building was 
completed in early summer. Mean- 
while, a four hundred thousand dollar 
project to air condition the other three 
residence halls, to provide every room 
with cabling for individual student 
telephones, cable television connec- 
tions in each room, and universal 
computer access was undertaken in 
May. All work is expected to be com- 
pleted by the time the students arrive 
in August. 

The other major project is a half- 


million dollar telecommunications up- 
grade which will provide the College 
with a powerful digital telephone 
switch, a new phone system, and 
state-of-the-art computer networking 
capabilities. 

A new $90,000 computer laboratory 
was added in the Science Hall in April 
to support computer-assisted instruc- 
tion in the mathematics foundations 
area and support other math and sci- 
ence needs. This is the second lab in 
the Science Hall and the fourth on the 
PSC campus. The College now has an 
enviable ratio of one student-accessi- 
ble computer per seven students as 
compared to a ratio of one per thirty, 

4 which is the average for colleges and 
universities nationally. In addition, a 


capital computer upgrade will be ac- 
complished this fall when the Col- 
lege’s current VAX 8250 mainframe 
is replaced with a VAX 4000 which is 
twelve times as powerful at a cost of 
$130,000. 

Aside from relatively routine small 
projects and a large-scale landscaping 
project necessary to restore a good ex- 
terior appearance to the campus after 
the cabling and renovation work, no 
significant projects are planned for the 
fall or winter. According to President 


Gratto, the College will now try to be- 
gin to set aside substantial funds for 
the preliminary work under the Cam- 
pus Facilities Master Plan. Gratto also 
said that with the North Central Reac- 
creditation Visit set for September of 
1993, he didn’t want the campus dis- 
rupted or personnel distracted by con- 
struction during a time when the extra 
demands of the Reaccreditation Self- 
Study and other related preparation 
should be paramount in the minds of 
faculty and staff.
